In 1803, JatnesMsdtson
beat Piekney, and George Clinton, of New York.
In 1912, Madison beat De Witt Clinton, of New
York. 1616, James Monroe beat Rafus King, of
New York. Ia 1620, Mouroo had no opposition.
In 1P24, John Quincy Adams, of New Eugland,
beat Jackson, Clay aud Crawford. In 1823,

Jackson beat Adams, who was the ooly New
England man ever beaten for tbe Presidency,
and then it was for a second term. In lb32f
Jackson best Clay, both Southern man. In 1330,
Martin Van Buren, of New York, be it Harrison,
and was the only New Yorker ever elected Pres-

ident. In 1840, William Henry Harris on beat
Van Buren. In 1314, James K. Polk beat Henry
Clay, both Southerners. In l3l3, Zachary Tay-

lor, of Louisiana, bd.it Lewis Cass, of Michigan.
In 1852, Franklin Pierce, of New England, beat
Gen. Scott, of New Jersey. lu 1830, James

of Pennsylvania, beat John C. Fremont,
nf California. Iu 1SG0, Abraham Lincoln belt
Stephen A. Dongias, both of Illinois. In 1354,

Lincoln beat George B. SIcCIolIan, of New Jer-
sey. In 180.3, IT. S. Grant beat Horatio Seymour, of
New York. In 1372, Grant beat Horace Greeley,
of New York. In 137C, R. B. Hayes beat Samuel
J.Tilden.ofNew York.

Thus, it trill be seen that but one New Eug-

land candidate has ever been beaten for the
Presidency, aud tbat was for a second term.
But ono Now Yorker has ever been elected,
while New Yorkers have been beaten at fully
oue-hal- f the Presidential electious siuce the
foundation of tbe Government. Come along
with more "facts."

Subsidies. Atchison is iu a turmoil over the
certain removal nf the pork packing house from
that place to Kausas City.

ing subsidies or bonuses. Tbe average Kansas
town or County seems to think its fortune is
made, if it can, at a heavy cost to its over-taxe- d

people, hire some humbug to iocato there. Any
bnsiness that will not justify a capitalist in in-

vesting his own money to establish himself iu a
place, will not Justy him in starting at all. The
man who comes asking a subsidy, will be of no
advantage to a town. If be comes for a bribe,
bo will go somen hero else for a bigger one.
After be has been subsidized iuto locating, he
will fasten himself li ke a leech npon tbe com-

munity, never ceasing bis demands for farther
favors, enforcing tbcm by a standing threat to
leave, like this Atchison concern did. It will
be a bappy day for Kansas, when her people, be-

come impregnable to appeals for bonds, subsid-

ies, and bonuses.
